Republican party. , 

In Illinois the Progressives not only cap- 

tured much of the Republican vote—Mr. Taft 
ran only a few thousand ahead of ebs—but 
the yalso secured support from the Demo- 
crats. 
Nor must the fact be lost sight of that the 
Socialist party made a substantial gain. In 
every state reports as to the Socialist presi- 
dential candidate indicated that they had 
obtained more votes than ever before in the 
history of the country. 


End of Dramatic Fight.

169 precincts reported up to that hour out of 
1.872 im Michigan, exclusive of Wayne coun- 
ty, Roosevelt had 30,444; Wilson, 20,625; and 
Taft, 16,579. 

These precincts are scattered all about the 
state, including the upper peninsular, and 
are fairly representative. 

Figuring the whole state in this proportion 
Roosevelt will carry Michigan by more than 
100,000 over Wilson and 175.000 over Taft. 

Returns on the gubernatorial contest are 
much slower, but indicate Ferris [Dem. a 
winner by a plurality of 30,000 over Mussel- 
man, with Watkins [Prog. third. j 

The vote wae the heaviest ever known in 
the state, practically the entire registration 
casting ballots. 


People Strong for Roosevelt. 
The fact that Michigan decided for Roose- 
velt and Johnson ts less surprising than ap- 
pears. In the first place, Roosev elt has great 


popularity among the people. 
Again, they disapproved of the Canadian 


reciprocity agreement which was negotiated 

by the Taft administration and which was 
enacted into a law by the Democrats.

Princeton, N. J.. Nov. 5.—[Special. }—Gov. 
Wilson got the frst returns just before he 
and his family sat down to dinner in thelr 
home here. These were from five districts 
in New York state, and the governor led Seta 
Teft and Roosevelt. 

Thereafter across a direct wire that com- 
nected the governor's house with the Dem- 
ocratic national headquarters and with Na- 
tional Chairman McCombs there came con- 
tinual reports of the governor's sweeping 
bucces “ 9 

At 10:45 o'clock there came a telegram 
from Mr. McCombs which read as follow: 
My warmest congratulations to you, our 
next president. You have won a Spend 
and significant victory. At this hour you 
appear to have received the largest electoral 
vote ever given a presidential candidate. 
The indications are that your administration 
will be supported by a congress Democratis 
in both branches“ 

Friends who were with the governor while 
the returns were coming in found difficulty 
in getting him to concede that he had won. 
Dudiey Field Malone, son-in- la w ot Senator 
O’Gorman of New York, came out of the 
room where the returns were being read and 
ald, laughingly: — 

“The governor refuses to be elected.” 

His message to Chairman MoCombs wes 
his first statement admitting that all doubt 
of his election had passed.

The governor 
was in the booth just four minutes. As he 


came out he spoke of his difficulty in finding 
the Democratic presidential electors.

Boston. Mass., Nov. S.— Massachusetts 
nominally a Republican state, gave sub- 
stantial majorities today to Gov. Woodrow 
Wilson of New Jersey and Gov. Eugene N. 
Foss, Democratic candidates for president 


and governor. 

It is the first time Massachusetts has ever 
favored other than a Republican for presi- 
dent. 

President Taft and Col. Roosevelt, Repub- 
Hean and Progressive candidates, respec- 
tively, ran about even. 

Slight gains were made by the Democrats 
in the sixteen congressiona! districts, but the 
legislature appeared, on the face of early re- 
turns, to be practically unchanged. This 
would indicate the election of a Republican 
United States senator to succeed Senator W. 
Murray Crane. 

Returns from 882 out of 1.10 voting pre- 
cincts in Massachusetts give Roosevelt 108, 
764: Taft, 115,901; Wilson, 187,401. Same pre- 
cincts in 1908 gave Bryan, 123,966; Taft, 
197,605. 

Gov. Wilson's strength in Boston today ex- 
ceeded that of Col. Rooseveit and President 
Taft combined, the latter two almost evenly 
dividing the vote received dy Taft four years. 
ago. Ine Vemocratic nominee made a slight 
gain over the vote given Bryan in 1008. Com- 
plete returns from the city showed: 

Roosevelt, . 21,548; Taft, 21,177; 
42,706. 

Gov. Foss polled almost as many votes in 
Boston as he did last year in spite of the 
third candidate. His total was 45,232, as 
against 50, % last year. Cnaries 8. Bird, the 
Progressive candidate, polled 18,717 votes in 
Boston, and Walker, Republican, 17, 206. 

The Republican vote for governor last year 
was 28, 701.

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{VOTING DEVICES 
|PROVE UNPOPULAR 


Less than 20 Per Cent of Total 
Estimated Cast by Means 
of the Machines, 


TRIED ob N TEN WARDS 


Charges Made That Too Few 
Booths Were Provided by 
the Election Board. 


Voting machines proved unpopuler. The 
voters appeared afraid of them. They were 
wsed in ten wards, the First, Second, Sixth, 
Seventh, Eighteenth, Twenty-airet, Twenty- 
fifth, Twenty-sixth, Thirty-Arst, and Thirty- 
second, and in many places election officials 
used all sorts of persuasion to get voters to 
cast their ballote upon them. In a few pre- 
cincts it was reported an ingufficient number 
ot ballot boxes were provided, as well as too 


‘few voting booths, in an effort to compel 


the use of the machines. 

In, the ten wards where the machines were 
placed the total registered vote ts 162,227, and 
of this number about 92 per cent voted, or 
140,248. It le estimated that ot the number 
veting less than 30,000 used the machines. 
That is lees than 20 per cent. In the Second 
ward, where the machines were used, the 
counting was the slowest in the city. 


Four to One Against Machines. 

If the voting yesterday on the machines 
could be considered a referendum on the pur- 
chase of the devices, he voters disap; roved 
ot the purchase by a vote of about four to one. 

Both candidates for governor used the 
paper ballot. Edward F. Dunne even per- 
mitted his photograph to be taken while de- 
positing his paper ballot. Gov. Deneen, im- 
mediately upon arriving at bis polling place, 
asked for a paper ballot.

The following tabulation shows thenumber 
of paper ballots and machine recorded votes 
when a trip of inspection was made to polling 
places early in the day:

In 
the Twenty-third precinct of the Thirty- 
first ward one of the clerks or judges urged 
every one to use the machines.
